TERRIBLE DISASTER . 


H orning of the stea m er N eaw anhaka 
- F ir t y la v e s L ost, 
New York, Juue 28—A terrible diana 
ter occurred nere to-day erns mg toe loss 
of nfiy lives, it Is feared. The steamboat 
ritawsuh&k*, 
running in the summer 
months from Peck slip, in this city, to 
Glen Cove, Long Island, was steaming up 
East liver, past Ward’s Island, at 4:30 p rn 
when those on board were startled by a 
sharp, loud explosion on the lower deck, 
near toe engine room. The explosion was 
followed immediately by fire. The Himes 
broke out uuderueain toe pilot bouse and 
spread with great rapidity through the

in 
toe 
middle 
part 
of 
the 
boat.

greatest 
confusion occurred among 
tho 
pas 
eengers and crew of the boat. 
Persons 
who were on toe forward part of the boat 
at toe time of toe disaster crowded toward 
the bow lo escape toe heat of toe dimes. 
and those on toe backward part fled to toe 
stern. The panic was so great thai women 
and children were knocked down ano 
trampled on the decks, or were pushed 
over the railings into toe water. Many oi 
the men jumped overboard. Borne of them 
were drowned; others swam ashore or 
were picked up by boats on toe river. Th 
Seawaohaa* Was under full headway al 
toe time of toe accident, aud the fire did 
Qui decrease her speed at once. Tse engi­ 
neer. BJ ward tVceks.fi cd with bls gar men is 
on fire, but ou seeing toe condition of toe 
vessel, he returned to his post tor a time, 
aud endeavored to keep the paddle wheels 
in motion. 
Tne I Kin es gained toe upper 
decks rn so short a time that it was Im 
possible to lower any ot the life boats. 
roe life-preservers were also stored in the 
central part ut toe boat, and most ut them 
were soon beyond reach. The captain ut 
the steamer, Charles P Benito, who acieo 
as pilot, snowed toe grcaiest coolues-s ana 
bravery uuriug toe panic. He was in tot 
pilothouse when the Ii im es were first 
uncovered, aud he determined to run toe 
vessel ashore.

but renumbering that the shore there was 
rocky, and tearing that the boat might 
strike aud rebound back again into toe 
stream, he changed bis course toward the 
sunken meadows ota sin ill, marshy island 
a little to toe north of Ward’s Island. The 
flames crept up about the pilot house, ba 
me Captain remained at his post and kepi 
toe Vessel to its course.

thresh for toe Burlington farmers, climb­ 
ing toe mows to throw down toe grain; 
ne could hoe com and garden stuff as well 
as anybody, having no trouble to distin­ 
guish the weeds; he would set a hundred 
be&a poles with more accuracy than most 
people who can see, 
would 
load hay 
beautifully, and was so good a mechanic 
that he manufactured yokes and other farm 
articles with success. He had an excellent 
memory and was an authority on facts and 
dates. He could generally tell toe time ot 
day or night within a few minutes. 
One 
instance is given when he slept over one 
day and awoke at evening, thiLklng it was 
morning. 
For once he ate supper for 
breakfast, but when informed of his mis 
take slept another twelve hours rn order 
to get straight again. He was familiar with 
forest trees, and knew just where to go for 
any timber desired. 
He could direct 
men where to find a chestnut, a maple or 
an oak, and there to go for berries. Ho 
was a good mathematician, and could com­ 
pute accurately and rapidly. In olden 
days he was quite musically inclined, and 
like most blind people, be had a genius 
in that direction. He was at one time 
leader of the Presbyterian choir in that 
place. For two years he and toe blind 
sister kept house together, though she and 
the other members of toe family haye

Chest Develoument and Consumotion. 
It u stated that during the last tw enty- 
I five years not a single singer has died o 
consumption at bt Petersburg, although 
this disease has outstripped all others anc 
now Acids first place among the causes of 
death in the Russian capital. From this 
aud other tacts Dr Vafcilief draws aq in ­ 
ter cd ce in laver of the exercise involved in 
singing, aa a preventative measure against 
consumption. There would seem to be 
room for question as to the relation of 
cause and effect. 
It m ay either happen 
that singers are not consumptive because 
they eau use their chest and throat freely, 
or that consumptive persons are not sing­ 
ers because the weakness which precedes 
disease incapacitates the chest and throat 
for exertion. 
Both of these hypotheses 
are true up to a certain point, but neither

D ear b in :—The nervous, unsettled feeling 
noted In our last has been followed during tbe 
pact week by a gradual weakening in prices, al­ 
though at times showing considerable strength^ 
selling down to 9 ^ July and 843i for Augast on 
Wednesday, quickly recovering to 93 July and 87 
August, since when settling gradually, and clos­ 
ing on taturoay mttu rn *vty iun.w i.iu reeling at 
SDR cash or June, 
July, 86?; August, with 
September delivery quotable at 82ft cents. There 
appears to be a weak feeling among operators 
with a leaning toward still lower prices, bat at 
the present prices tor August aud September de­ 
livery here aud at C'ulcago, country dealers could 
pay on an average only about f J to 55 cents per 
bushel, and we doubt whether farmers will mar­ 
ket their wheat freely at ihute prices. There has 
been a fair demand for cash wheat and oar stocks 
show a reduction for the week of 140,000 bushels. 
Advices Irom seaboard points note a continued 
activity, the exports for the week being 3,2!0,000 
bushels. 
Receipts the past week have fallen off abont 
one-bilf, the daily average being abont 13,UCO 
bushels as against 2G.UOO the previous week, and 
69,000 lur the same week last year. 
The total receipts at spring wheat m arkets for 
the week were 290,116 bushels as compared with 
310,550 the previous week, 615,709 the same week 
last year, and 478 341 for the same week In 1878. 
The amount of wheat in eight in this country 
as reported up to the 19th inst. was 15,550,000 
bushels, a decease since the last resort of 2,384,- 
000, leaving the “visible supply” larger by 1,653,- 
000 bushels than at the corresponding date last 
year. 
Tho ainonnt of wheat on passage to the United 
Kingdom and ports of call, and to tbe continent, 
as reported up to the *23d inst., was 22,120,000 
bushels, showing an increase over the previous 
week of 1,640,000 bushels, and larger by over 5,- 
OJO.osO bushels than at a corresponding time last 
year. 
The total amount of wheat in sight In this 
country and on passage to British and commer­ 
cial ports aggregating 37,670,000 bushels, as com­ 
pared with 33,411,000 bushels the previous week, 
and 30,332,090 bushels at a corresponding date in 
1379. 
Reports from abroad as to the condition of the 
growing crops arc generally favorable, though 
complaint ol cold, wet and backward weather 
continuo to come from Germany and some sec­ 
tions of France. 
The general outlook In this country favors the 
belief that the crop, both of winter and spring 
wheat, will be only an average one. Our late 
private advices from winter wheat sections, 
where the harvest is progressing, note the results 
as disappointing, especially in Sonthern Indiana 
where two weeks since reports indicated the 
largest 
crop ever 
Known. 
Throughout the 
Northwestern States there has been very little 
change to note since our last. The weather has 
been 
exceptionally ii ae, the continuance, of 
which will do mach to repair th 3 damage by 
excess ot moisture during tho early part of tho 
month 
Foreign m arkets have ruled dull and weak 
throughout the week, closing 3d to 6d per cental 
on spot and abont 2s per qn&rter lower on cargoes 
to arrive than one week ago. A farther advance 
in ocean freights has caused tho slight margin of 
profit noted in our last to entirely disappear. In 
Its stead is now a loss of 2>; cents ta the shipper. 
Oar No. 2 now costing f 1.255* laid down in Liv­ 
erpool, while cargoes to arrive arc quoted at 
91.23.
